“ If y o u are reading this letter, y o u will 
nev er see me ag ain,” Franklin wro te. “ If y o u 
are reading this, it means that I hav e died.”

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Wha t Price Permissiv eness? 


It is not « n ex aggeration to say th at parental per­ 
missiv eness. wh ich is blamed for th e immoral condi­ 
tions of th e day . may be at fault also for many of th e 
two million cases of infectious v eneral disease treated 
in th e United States last y ear. Th e statistics were gath ­ 
ered from ev ery state in th e union by th e American 
Social Health Association in cooperation with six lead­ 
ing h ealth and medical organizations, including th e 
American Medical Association. 
Th e surv ey sh owed th at a total of 512.906 cases of V.D. 
h ad been reported to th e nation’s h ealth auth orities— 
494.137 of gonorrh ea and 18 .769 of infectious sy ph ilis. 
Howev er, th e association estimated th at actual cases of 
Y\D. were approx imately four times th e reported total. 
A committee of 20 h ealth ex perts recommended th at 
routine tests to diagnose gonorrh ea be giv en at gy ne­ 
cological. prenatal and family planning clinics since nine 
out of ev ery 10 women with acute gonorrh ea are un­ 
aware of th eir infection. Th ere are 20 states th at do 
not h av e laws allowing minors to be treated for V.D. 
with out parental consent and th e committee recom­ 
mended th at th ey rev iew th eir laws and regulations to 
facilitate such treatment. 
Perh aps it is too late to warn y oungsters of th e dan­ 
gers of promiscuity . But th ey must get treatment for 
such infections if th ey are not to suffer conseq uences too 
h orrid to detail in th is brief space. Th eir doctors will 
ex plain th em. 


Yo uths Turn to Lo bby ing 


Th e rebellious collegians learned a lesson from th eir 
recent appearance in Wash ington. Th ey learned th at 
50.000 to 100.000 may gath er in th e Ellipse and h ear 
speech es and noth ing may come of it, ev en if th e Pres­ 
ident of th e United States surprises a group of th em 
by v isiting with th em before dawn. Th ey learned th at 
th ey must lobby in Congress if th ey want legislation to 
end th e war and h ow useless it is to destroy or to 
th reaten destruction and v iolence on th e campus. 
With little else to do as th ey gath ered from all corners 
of th e country , th e students started v isiting offices of 
members of Congress. Th ey found th ey were listened 
to, sometimes by staff members, sometimes by th e 
legislator h imself. Th ey went away with a h eady feeling 
th at th ey were getting somewh ere at last. 
Th e 33 Senators and th e full membersh ip of th e House, 
wh o stand for reelection th is fall, were particular objec­ 
tiv es of th e y oung lobby ists. And since Princeton h as set 
th e sty le by announcing a two week recess before th e 
election to permit th ose interested to work for candidates, 
with oth er colleges and univ ersities falling in line, th e 
lobby ists were able to promise eith er th at th ey would 
campaign for or oppose th ose wh o did not listen sy m­ 
path etically to th em. 
Some of th e students are not old enough to v ote, but 
th ere is no law th at say s th ey can’t lobby , and can’t 
campaign. Congressmen and Senators up for election 
th is fall remember th e way th e y outh sq uads turned 
ov er New Hampsh ire to Senator Eugene J. McCarth y 
in th e first* 1968 Presidential primary and listened closely . 
A new force in politics was aborning and th ey were not 
scorning it. 
Th is turn migh t be a more mature and effectiv e 
one th an th e destructiv e and v iolent one of y esterday . 
It could mean y oung people are discov ering th ey can do 
more with in th e sy stem th an out of it. But unless y outh 
learns to th ink for th emselv es, th ey will be mouth ing 
absurdities and worse, at th e beh est of th e enemies of 
our country . 


Immig ra tio n La w Ov erha ul 


Th e immigration law of 1965 is not working out as it 
was supposed to. Instead of opening a new era in im­ 
migration. th e act is barring our close friends and neigh ­ 
bors. With Cuban refugees taking a sizable part of th e 
120,000 ceiling placed on Western Hemisph ere immigra­ 
tion. for th e first time Canadians and Mex icans seeking 
v isas are being turned away . Canada. Mex ico and th e 
United States prev iously h ad permitted unlimited immi­ 
gration and in Mex ico and Canada th e policy remains. 
Oth er protests came from Ireland, wh ich h ad no wait­ 
ing list and was largely sh ut out under th e first come, 
first serv ed policy of th e new act. Italy was supposed 
to profit by th e ch ange. Its waiting list ex ceeded 200.000, 
but th e new law put a limit of 20.000 for each country , so 
th ose waiting 10 y ears to join th eir families h ere still 
can’t get in. 
Our present policy is creating ch aos and alienating 
our friends.* Members of th e House immigration subcom­ 
mittee are concerned. A flood of legislativ e remedies is 
on th e way . Th ey sh ould be closely ex amined to make 
sure we don’t trade ourselv es into anoth er Pandora's Box .
